The statement of Chairman Harrity,

convention, and that he thinks every
delegate ought to enter the convention
with the same intention, has been well

received by democrats in congress, and
as a rule democrats, whether for or

against silver, endorse Mr. Harrity'i
position, because it is the old, old
democratic principle of the rule of the
majority. During Mr. Harrity's stay
in Washington he was very emphatic
in stating his belief that there would

be no bolt at the Chicago convention

It is not denied by anybody that
President Cleveland's veto of the river
and harbor bill was in line with Jeffer

sonian democracy, nor that his veto

message was an entirely truthful and
conservative arraignment of that bil
and of the system upon
which it is founded ; yet many demo

aud senate back to Washington to pass

the bill over the president's veto, and
it is probable that they will succeed in
doing so during the present week.
